The ballot will be followed by 
a vote tomorrow among Chrysler 
Corp. employees, and among Ford 
Motor Co. workers Nov. 7. Across 
the country, labor disputes kept 
about 226,000 men and women away 
from work, a slight drop in the 
last 24 hours.

Choice of a date for ending shoe 
rationing is expected to be made 
today or tomorrow by OPA and 
war production board officials. 
Oct. 26—next Sunday—is advo­ 
cated by those who feel ending of 
the program over the week end 
would give dealers a chance to get 
ready for unrationed buying. 
Those who favor Nov I believe 
it would be a good idea to wind 
up the program at lite start of a 
calendar month. 
Present plans call for no an­ 
nouncement until the eve of the 
effective date. 
The decision to scrap the pro­ 
gram is based on official estim ates 
that shoe production is close to 
28,OOO,OOO pairs a month, the goal 
set as the end of the shortage. 
It has climbed to this 'from a 
rate of around 23,000,000 a month 
at the end of September.

SENATE BEGINS 
DEBATE ON TAX 


George Feels Measure Will 


Come To Vote Thursday

Secrecy Shrouds Shooting 


Of Man Who Sold Out His 


Country To Germans

OSLO, Oct. 24—Vldkun Quisling, 
Norway's arch traitor, was exe­ 
cuted by a firing squad before 
dawn today, paying the final price 
for dealing with an enemy his king 
and countrymen defied throughout 
the bitter war years. 
The greatest secrecy surrounded 
the execution, a foreign affairs of­ 
fice spokesman said. 
Quisling was awakened in hie 
cell about 2 a. rn. (8 p. rn.. Tues­ 
day, 
E ast 
Liverpool 
time) 
and 
rushed quickly before the firing 
squad of IO Norwegian m ilitary 
police. 
The only witnesses w ers 
an 
unidentified 
member of 
the 
state prosecution, a clergyman and 
the officer who gave the order to 
fire. 
The youths who formed the 
firing squad had been forced to flee 
the country daring Quisling's pup­ 
pet regime. 
Stumbles T o Death In Rain 
Quisling stumbled to his death 
through a drizzling rain in the 
dismal execution square of the an­ 
cient Akershus fortress. To the 
very end he maintained he was a 
patriot. He had sent a letter pro­ 
testing his Innocence to King H aak­ 
on VII. 
The governm ent had not planned 
to

three or four days to avoid publle 
curiosity. However, one Oslo morn­ 
ing newspaper learned of Quisling’s 
death in tim e to catch Its last edi­ 
tion with a brief sentence that ha 
was executed.

in Quisling’s native province of 
Telemark.

“The sentence of death passed 
on Vldkun Quisling on the 13th of 
October by the supreme court In 
Oslo waa carried out by shooting 
at 2:40 a. rn., Norwegian time. 
The supreme court did not rec- 
commend a reprieve. N either could 
the state prosecutor. 
“Quisling sent the king a letter 
In which he pointed cwt he w as 
innocent, but added he did not ask 
for a reprieve. 
“Mrs. Quisling, however, request­ 
ed a reprieve on behalf of her hus­ 
band. In a cabinet meeting yester­ 
day. the king rejected Mrs. Quis­ 
ling's petition for mevcy and de­ 
cided the sentence would be c a r­ 
ried out. 
“Quisling's relatives were notl 
fled of the execution at 9 a. m. 
this morning.” 
Synonym For Traitor 
In the alightly more than five 
years he ruled Norway as Adolf 
H itler's puppet, the name of Vld­ 
kun Abraham Laurlts Quisling 'bs* 
carne a synonym for traitor, 
He was virtually unknown out­ 
side his own country before bn 
emerged In April, 1940, aa a collab­ 
orator with the German Invaders 
of his homeland. 
Behind him was 
a record of political failure and 
discontent with his profemdon, the 
army. 
^ 
Strikes and aa bot a*« marked hi* 
early rule and bls regime survived 
only by N atl force. 
In October, 1942, the exiled Nor­ 
wegian government in London sen­ 
tenced him to death foe his puppet 
role,* but his doom actually was 
sealed with the collapse of Ger­ 
man military might.

limousine and -mrremlored. He was 
arraigned on a charge of treason. 
His trial began Aug. 20 before 
three Judges ami four laymen. The 
prosecution accused him of confer­ 
ring with German officials months 
before the invasion, urging them 
to such action, 
Subsequently, it 
waa charged, he delivered defense 
data to the Germans and aided 
their occupation of Norway by urg­ 
ing her troops not to resist. 
He wats accused also of collab­ 
orating with the N ails hi deporta­ 
tion* and oppression* that led *to 
deaths of hundreds of Jews and 
patriots. 
Quisling’s defense was that h« 
acted solely to advance Norway’s 
Interests in a German-dominated 
Europe 
On Kept. IO, the court decreed 
him guilty and ordered his death 
before a firing squad.

(The surplus property adminis- 
frat ion in Washington has pre- , 
pared material which soon will be 
handed to men as they leave 
separation centers. It tells in 
simple language what veterans 
must do to buy surplus property. 
The Associated Press is distribut­ 
ing this material for the benefit 
of the more than 4-000,000 men 
discharged before this material 
became available. It will be dis­ 
tributed 
in four 
installments. 
This is the first.) 


B r Th* Associated Press. 
A N Y veteran discharged or re- 
* * leased under honorable condi­ 
tions and who served In the armed 
forces on or after Sept. 16, 1940, 
is entitled to preference in buying 
surplus federal property. This in­ 
cludes men on terminal leave and 
those placed on inactive status, 
but not finally released or dis­ 
charged. 
The property the veteran buys 
must be for use in setting up and

running his own small business, 
agricultural or professional enter­ 
prise. 
No purchases for personal use 
only can be made on a preferen­ 
tial basis—except that a veteran 
may have preference in purchasing 
property that he can 
prove is 
required in his employment, even 
though he is not the proprietor of 
an 
enterprise. 
For 
example, 
a 
salesman who is required by his 
employer to have a car is entitled 
to buy one, 
To be entitled to the preference, 
a veteran, or several veterans to­ 
gether, must own more than one- 
half of the enterprise so that it 
is under his, or their control or he 
must have an agreement by which 
he, or they together, receives more 
than half of the net income from 
the enterprise. 
A veteran who wants to buy 
surplus property (other than real 
estate) should go to the nearest 
district office of the Smaller War 
Plants Corp. 
He should furnish the corpora­ 
tion with full information as to 
what he wants. At the same time, 
he should produce his discharge 
or terminal leave papers or other 
evidence that he Is a veteran.

gible to make the purchase he de­ 
sires, the corporation gives him a 
certificate or certificates describ­ 
ing the kind and amount of prop­ 
erty which he has a preference to 
buy. It then directs him to the 
disposal agency which has the kind 
of property for sale. 
It the property he wants is not 
in surplus stock at the time, he 
should let the SWPC know the 
fact. The SWPC will make every 
effort to get It for him as soon as 
possible. It he asks it to, the SWPC 
may act as his agent in making 
purchases. 
The veteran cannot always buy 
as little or as much as he wants. 
The government cannot go Into the 
retail business. It cannot, for in­ 
stance, break up a tool kit to sell 
the veteran a hammer. 
It may not be able even to sell 
him just one tool k it Furthermore, 
it must consider other veterans 
who may want to buy the sam e 
article he does. When supplies are 
limited, every effort will be made 
to insure fair distribution. 
A veteran is allowed, when stocks 
are available, to buy the equip­ 
ment and stock he needs to get 
started, 
including goods 
bought 
for resale. But he cannot replenish­ 
e s stock by further purchasing 
under his preference, Tie can, how­ 
ever, make further purchases on 
the same terms as other citizens. 
The government will not back 
a veteran in business, but it will, 
under certain conditions, arrange-* 
for him to buy goods on credit. 
In fixing prices, condition of the 
property will be taken into con­ 
sideration. The veteran cannot be 
charged 
mare 
than 
the 
lowest 
price which is offered anyone else 
at the time of his purchase. 
If a veteran wants to buy land 
or real property classified as suit­ 
able for agricultural, residential or 
small business purposes, he does 
not apply to the SWPC. 
I 
F it is agricultural property he 
wants, he applies directly to 
the department of agricultural; lf 
it Is grazing property, to the de­ 
partment of the Interior, and lf It 
Is housing property, to the nation­ 
al housing agency. Industrial real 
property is sold by the Reconstruc­ 
tion Finance Corp. 
The preference on real property 
has to be exercised within 90 days 
after published 
notice is 
given 
that the property Is to be disposed 
of. After the 90-day period has run

artillery

discovered that the Jap batteries 
hit Corregidor 
with a 500-pouad 
240-millimeter shell every five sec­ 
onds during the five-hour period. 
The big shells whined in a n i 
struck us amid a shower of men, 
guns, d4rt, rock and debris with 
clock-like precision. They fell at 
the steady rate of 12 every minute, 
which meant 3.600 shells for the 
five 
hours, 
enough 
to

trucks. Gen. Moore and I, delving 
further into the m athem atics of 
the fury, estim ated at the end of 
the five incredible hours that the 
Japs had hit the Rock with 1,800, 
000 pounds of shells. 
These were statistics which Ig­ 
nored the other beatings we took 
that day of May 4, 1942, for we 
also had 13 air raids that day. 
Gen. George C. Marshall had ra­ 
dioed me from W ashington the day 
before, asking for a frank estim ate 
of the situation in the Philippines. 
1 replied: 
‘‘H ostile air corps has bombed 
Corregidor 
relentlessly 
since

March.

em ­ 
placed artillery on south shore of 
peninsula follow ing the fall of Ba­ 
taan on April 9 and since then 
has subjected our defenses to ar­ 
tillery fire. 
“Beginning April 29— the emper­ 
or’s Birthday—hostile artillery fire 
increased in intensity and has con­ 
tinued at that tempo to the present. 
The hostile bombing has been rela­ 
tively Ineffective but artillery fire 
from large-callber guns—240 m illi­ 
meter—has destroyed a large per­ 
centage of coast and beach defense 
artillery and sm all arms. 
“Since April 9 continued bom­ 
bardment has caused about 600 cas­ 
ualties and bas lowered the morale 
of 
troops. 
Difficult 
to 
malntaiu 
morale at best because troops have 
been under or subject to artillery 
or air attack constantly since Dec. 
29 and have received half of poorly- 
balanced ration since Jan. 8. Mor­ 
ale, however, is amazingly good 
considering conditions under which 
troops presently are operating. 
“P ersistent reports from opera­ 
tives indicate that enemy plans to 
launch assault against Corregidor. 
He has prepared a large number 
of motor boats with mounted weap­ 
ons and constructed large number 
of sm aller boats for troop trans­ 
port. I have nothing on which to 
base an estim ate of present hostile 
strength of troops on Luzon. H o w ­ 
ever, the enemy in taking Cebu 
and Pansy used about 10,000 men 
in each operation. He is now en­ 
gaged in attack on Mindanao. I e s­ 
timate that at least 10,000 men are 
engaged on Mindanao.

These 
numbers eventually reappeared on 
fresh Philippine bills after the lib­ 
eration— bills which had the word 
“Victory” spelled out across their 
backs. 
The silver coins, valued at $15, 
000,000, presented much more of a 
problem.

Gen. Moore they were sealed in 
wooden boxes and for three suc­ 
cessive nights these boxes 
were 
towed out into the bay on barges 
and dropped at a carefully-surveyed 
point between Corregidor and Fort 
Hughes.

Our remaining three-inch guns 
and our single big mortar opened 
fire and dispersed the flotilla. 
The moon was another tip-off. 
The four Jap attacks on my left 
rear flank on Bataan

tlefields. 
The moon approached full-scale 
during the early days of May and 
we knew that It was our best sign 
of the coming attack.

SOUGHT FRUM STATE 


Bv Thf Associated Pre**. 
COLUMBUS, Oct. 24—Gov. Frank 
J. Lausehe Tuesday told a delega­ 
tion seeking state funds for day 
nurseries that “basically, I don’t 
believe in encouraging mothers to 
place their children in the care of 
others”. 
He promised, however to give 
“serious consideration” to their re­ 
quest that the problem of caring 
for childrep of working mothers 
be submitted to a special session 
of the legislature. 
The 
delegation, 
consisting 
of 
Mrs. Faythe Sharp and Mrs, Nath­ 
an Zahm of Cleveland and Mrs. G. 
D. Finney of Galion, told him the 
federal government is expected to 
withdraw its support from day 
nurseries by next March. 
The nurseries have been charg­ 
ing $1.50 a child per day, of which 
the mothers paid 50 cents and the 
federal government the remainder. 
Gov. Lausehe said "It look* to 
me offhand that the care of the 
children of servicemen should be 
carried through by the federal gov­ 
ernment”. Then he added: 
“Offhand, I believe the local gov­ 
ernments should take care of the 
situation 
(Involving 
children 
of 
non-servicemen)."

Called Possibility 


In the opinion of Upton Close, 
veteran student of history and na­ 
tional ly-known 
commentator 
on 
world affairs. America must face 
up now, after squandering its men 
and treasure in two oostly wars, 
to the basic question: "Have we 
brought our children any nearer 
to a better life?” 
Speaking Tuesday night before 
a large audience at Memorial audi­ 
torium under auspices of the Hast 
Liverpool 
Teachers* 
Association, 
the (balding, deliberate author and 
Far East authority remarked that 
he has a son 3 years old—an "after 
thought” who arrived long after his 
four brothers, all of them much 
older and now In uniform. 
"I fought in the last war. 
His 
brothers are in this one. W hat’s 
coming for him?”, Mr. Close in­ 
quired. 
"That’s the question we 
ought to force on ourselves. 
And 
it ought to be answered honestly, 
forgetting politics. 
It should make 
no difference whether you worship 
R oosevelt’s shadow, or hate his 
memory." 
Outlook Called Bleak 
In 
his 
two-hour 
talk, 
which 
ranged back to the Roman empire 
and followed the path of conquest 
forward, he declared that the an­ 
sw er at present is none too pleas­ 
ant. 
As prime reasons he contended 
that imperialism is still vigorous 
in the postwar world with Russia 
as the chief exponent, and Amer­ 
ica, under confused leadership and 
possessing a frightful weapon—the 
atom ic bomb— that "never should 
belong to anyone but a divine be­ 
ing", is drifting in a void, unable 
to *make up its mind what to do 
or how to do it. 
"President Truman told us to­ 
day (the plea for universal mili­ 
tary service) that peace isn't trust­ 
worthy. 
We must be alert for war. 
The President hopes for peace, but 
he can’t assure it. 
Until peace is 
established, it seem s we m ust put 
our young men in military brain­ 
ing,^” Mr. Close commented at the for the day when it can announce 
that it, too, has an atomic bomb 
and is the equal of the Anglo-Saxon 
race—a yearning he said has been 
burning in the Russian breast since I 
the days of Peter the Great. 
He left his audience mulling that 
question—should

24 — W elfare 
Director Frazier Reams today 
proposed creating a "Junior jail” 
for tough boys now mingling with 
younger and more redeemable fel- m istakes 
lows at the B oys’ Industrial School 
at Lancaster. 
The present school, he told re­ 
porters, could be kept as a sort of 
"boys’ state or boys’ town” for 


outset of his lecture 
That wa* the final admission, he 
said, by the head of the nation 
that "all the fine talk on the l» sis 
of which America was taken into 
the war was lies, snares and de­ 
lusions". 
"What we have fought," he add­ 
ed. "is just one more war. 
The 
time of disillusionm ent Is here. We 
were tricked by the Four Free­ 
doms. 
They've been betrayed by 
the men who coined the phrase, 
scrapped by the greed of nations.” 
Digs Back Into History 
Mr. Close asserted that he can 
see cropping up In the nation as 
an offshoot of the knowledge of the 
awful destructiveness of the atomic 
bomb, the old 1920 credo of "eat 
drink and be merry for tomorrow 
we die”. 
He said that he hope* 
as an antidote to this trend, there 
will spring up a religious retiais 
Hance whose impact will strengthen 
the will for peace. 
The speaker said he has spent 
the last nine years, however, de­ 
veloping a textbook called "Ladder 
of 
History", dealing with man’s 
progress in fundamental fields, and 
he was unable to discover much 
advancem ent in 3,000 years in the 
subject of avoiding war. 
The struggle for sovereignty In 
Europe, for instance, ha* been go­ 
ing on since the fall of Rome, he 
said, and the development of gun 
powder touched off the thirst lo t 
empires—empire* of exploitation, 
built by conquering little people. 
"The men who founded this na­ 
tion,** he commented, "proceeded 
with the idea of checking out of 
the whole empire struggle. 
For 
more than IOO years we followed 
that Idea, and becam e the finest 
country in the world. What did it? 
Why release of the human spirit in 
a land of freedom.” 
New Philosophy Now 
"But today," he continued, "we 
have adopted the philosophy of go­ 
ing out of this hemisphere to de­ 
fend our freedom in foreign lands. 
W e’ve tried It twice, and where 
did it get us?” 
Emphasizing that he was speak­ 
ing as a historian, and not as a 
critic of England, he declared that 
England’s historic policy of keep­ 
ing Europe’s big powers neutral­ 
ized by befriending first one, then 
another, has had much to do with 
Europe’s periodic convulsions and 
I he eventual entanglem ent of Amer­ 
ica 
"Britain tried for 20 years,” Mr. 
Close asserted, “to throw Russia 
and Germany against each other. 
Britain ha* a Ui»tory of backing 
the enem ies of R ussia—Germany 
on the continent, Turkey in the 
Mediterranean." 
“And there was a tim e,’’ he con­ 
tinued, "when the policy seemed 
to be succeeding.
